I a great scene as they b rought the 
shy hero upon whom the kingly 
choice had fallen from the b ag­ 
gage among which he had hidden 
and as the people, seeing how he 
towered head and shoulders ab ove 
them all, shouted, “God save the 
king.” 
Saul b egan auspiciously . In him­ 
self there seemed an attitude of 
modesty and wisdom. 
When the 
people demanded death for those 
who 
opposed 
him, 
Saul 
said, 
“There shall not a man b e put to 
death this day ; for today the 
Lord hath wrought salvation in 
I Israel.” 
He accepted his position 
of leadership in a magnanimous 
spirit. He valued unity . He stands 
at the outset 
of his career as a 
giant phy sically , a valorous leader, 
a man of large and generous spirit.

Whence came the change? 
It 
b egan, of course, in the moment 


righteous indignation is a danger­ 
ous thing for the man who culti­ 
vates it. 
It lies so near to jeal­ 
ousy and to concern for one’s self. 
Harb ored and fostered its evil as­ 
pect b ecomes more dominant, and 
in Saul it b rought on attacks of 
a 
b lind rage. 
But there was deeper weakness 
in Saul. 
At crucial moments he 
proved a follower rather than 
a 
leader, allowing the people to de­

the advice of Samuel who stood

There is that terrib le picture in 
Samuel 15 of the war of annihila­ 
tion against the Amalekites and 
Agag their king. All idealistic and 
merciful feeling is in revulsion at 
the thought of such annihilation 
y et in his sparing of the king; and 
the keeping of the b est sheep and 
ox en and the fatlings and the loot 
of war, Saul and the people seem 
to have b een moved b y self inter­ 
est rather than b y any revulsion of 
feeling. Samuel, if ruthless in his 
determination to destroy the en­ 
emies of Israel, seems to have b een 
determined to take the profit out 
of war. 
This seems to have b een the 
turning point in Saul’s rejection to 
which a later lesson is devoted. 
When he professed to have ful­ 
filled the command to destroy ev­ 
ery thing, Samuel pointedly asked, 
“What meaneth then this b leating 
of the sheep in mine ears, and the 
lowing of the ox en which I hear?” 
Saul had b ecome a liar and de­ 
ceiver, it is the nex t downward 
step when one turns from the right 
way . And the way was downward 
until Saul ended it all as a suicide.

This is a cus­ 
tom of great antiquity that has b een ob served b y 
families throughout the world down through the 
ages. 
An important phase of family pray ers is the 
promotion of religious sentiment and devotion 
among children. There are countless men whose 
most treasured memories are of moments spent in 
pray er at their mothers’ knee or in the family cir­ 
cle. 
Nex t to attendance at church, there is no 
b etter way of honoring God than b y families join­ 
ing in daily meditation and pray er. There is no 
surer way of guarding the integrity and sanctity 
of the home or of its memb ers.
